Marx showed no emotion while 
on the scaffold and in a steady voice 
repeated a litany after the priests. He 
fervently kissed the crucifix and a' 
11:17 o’clock was hanged. 
His neck 
was broken. 
Noose Dangles Before Him. 
The execution of Vandine was va­ 
ried by a curious incident. 
While he 
stood on the drop praying anil waiting 
for his arms to be pinioned and his 
legs secured, the noose fell from tho 
cross piece of the gallows and dan­ 
gled before the eyes of the bandit 
about to die. 
Disregarding the noose 
the bandit continued praying steadily 
to the enu. 
Death In his case, as that 
of Marx, was immediately evident as 
not boing due to strangulation, but to 
tho fall. 
Mr*. Vandine. the motlier of th" 
last of the bandits, was at Buda, Ilk. 
pleading with Governor Yates almost 
up to the tint© of the execution.

sought to delay the execution in tho 
case, of her son on the ground that he 
was an epileptic.

to new environment, but be reranined 
a creature of impulse even in the pres 
once 
of 
his 
court. 
The 
Duebesse 
d’Abrantes (Mine. Junot), who knew 
him in his home life before and after 
his rise to importance, says that 
change took place in Napoleon when be 
became a great figure in Paris, cape 
d ally In regard to attention to his per­ 
son. 
To illustrate this she recalls 
habit of his earlier days when visiting 
the home of her mother. 
"One of the things to which my moth 
cr bad a particular dislike was the 
smell of wet, dirty boots put to the fire 
to dry. To her this smell was so dis 
gusting that she frequently left the 
room and did not return till the boots 
had been thoroughly dried and removed 
from the fire. But this was followed by 
anotbere-narueJy, tile creaking noise 
produced by the dry sole, to which 
have also a great antipathy. Now, in 
those disastrous times, when It was a 
matter of luxury to ride In a hackney 
coach, it may easily Im* conceived that 
those who had but sufficient to pay the 
price of u dinner did not take great de 
light in splashing others, but retained 
sufficient philosophy to soil their shot 
or boots by walking. My motlier ad 
mitted the justice of the remark, but 
she nevertheless held her perfumed 
handkerchief to her nose whenever 
Bonaparte placed his little feet upon 
the fender. H eat length perceived this, 
and, being ut that time exce**dingly 
afraid of displeasing my mother, he 
would prevail upon our maid to brush 
his boots before ho came in. 
“After tile 13th of Vendemlalre (Oct. 
4) soil***l boots were out of the ques 
tlon. Bonaparte never went out but In 
a handsome carriage.” 
Napoleon's bearing in tho Inner circle 
of home Is variously commented upon 
by those who observed him as casual 
visitors and those who served the 
household. 
“He was always extremely polite to 
everybody ."‘says Mile. Avrillon, one of 
Josephine’s attendants, “and never ac­ 
cepted the slightest service from any 
one without thanking him. He never 
addressed his own valets except as 
‘monsieur.’ When he passed through 
their anterooms, he always bowed to 
them. It was just the same when the 
emperor came to see tho empress. He 
never spoke to us without great polite 
ness and often with great kindness." 
In the empress’ room, Napoleon, ac­ 
cording to Mme. Durand, lady in wait­ 
ing to Maria Louisa, showed himself 
“amiable, gay and familiar. If he were 
present at her toilet, he would amuse 
himself by teasing her, pinching her 
nock and cheeks. Did sh** object, he 
would take her in his arms, kiss her, 
call her ‘great stupid,’ aud peace would 
ta remade, lie annoyed her principal 
ladles iu waiting in a thousand ways. 
It often happened that he received an 
answer back, and then he continued 
tin* discussion and was highly delight­ 
ed lf he succeeded In making angry 
one of the younger ladles, some of 
whom were unaccustomed to the man­ 
ners of a court and who used to say to 
him things that were very amusing 
from their simplicity." 
“What is no UKs surprising," says 
Coil I incourt, who served Napoleon as 
soldier and ambassador, "is tho ens** 
with which, in his family circle, he 
could becoom simple aud almost fa­ 
miliar.” 
M. de Bausset, prefect of the palace. 
says: 
“I dare affirm that few men, in their 
domestic life, have boon more equable 
In temper, more kindly In manner,* 
Prince Metternlch, the Austrian min­ 
ister and a lifelong political enemy, do­ 
do res: 
"In his private life Napoleon was 
simple und often even inclined to spoil 
people. He pushed his indulgence some­ 
times to the verge of weakness," 
Mme. de Remusat, who is always 
conspicuous among Napoleon's critics, 
gives an uncomplimentary view of his 
everyday manner. Tho following ex­ 
tracts are taken t from ber memoirs, 
translated by Mrs. Uushel lloey and 
Mr. John IJIHe. 
Describing Ids ap­ 
pearance at public functions uud fetes, 
Mme. tie Remusat says: 
“H e could never get over the pre 
clpitatlon which gave him an ill bred 
air. ’I nm not ramie for pleasure,’ he 
would say in a melancholy tone. 
"The emperor walked about every­ 
where, preceded by chamberlains who 
announced his presence. 
On his ap­ 
proach every voice was hustle*!; no one 
left his place; the ladles stood up, 
waiting for the Insignificant and fre­ 
quently ungracious remarks which he 
would address to them. Ho never re­ 
membered a uame. and his first ques­ 
tion almost Invariably was, ‘Ami what 
do you call yourself?’ There was not a 
woman present on those occasions who 
did not rejoice when he moved away 
from her vicinity. This reminds me of 
nn anecdote about Gretry. 
Due day 
Gretry, who was tired of this perpetual 
question and perhaps n little annoyed 
st not having produced a more lasting 
Impression, answered to the emperor's 
rudely 
uttered 
‘And 
you who 
tire 
you?* in a sharp. Impatient torte. ‘Sire, 
I am still Gretry.’ Ever afterward the 
emperor recognized him perfectly. 
“After UKW he almost always dined 


alone with his wife, except when the 
court was at Fob ta inch! eau, Ile would 
then Invite guests to his table. Ile had 
all courses of th** dinner placed before 
him at once, and he ate without paying 
any attention to his food, helping him­ 
self to whatever w as at hand. 
"He had not any of the delicacy that 
Is ordinarily imparted by training and 
education and would make his toilet 
In the most thorough fashion in the 
presence of any person whomsoever. 
In the same way, if lie got impatient 
while his valet was dressing him, he 
would fly into a passion, heedless of all 
respect for himself or of liers, He would 
throw any garment that did not please 
him on the floor or Into the fire. 
“Among other destructive "habits he 
had that of stirring the wood tires with 
his foot, thereby scorching his shoos 
and boots. 
This generally happened 
when Ii** w as In a passion. At such 
times he would violently kick the blas 
ing logs in the nearest fireplace. 
"He could not lxuir any restraint, 
and tieing obliged to appear affable and 
in a good humor on a certain day and 
at u certain hour was a yoke which he 
hastened to shake off'. 
"II** never missed an opportunity of 
carrying out his favorite system, which 
was to keep one's mind what he called 
‘breathless’—that Is to say. constantly 
anxious.” 
* 
On the Intellectual side, however, 
Mme. de Remusat Is forced to confess 
that Napoleon "'us most remarkable 
and In ordinary times pleasing. 
"It was always a great pleasure to 
me to hear him talk.” she says, "or, 
rather, to hear him hold forth, for his 
conversation was composed generally 
of long monologues; not that he ob­ 
jected to replies when he w as In a good 
humor, Hut, for many reasons, it was 
not always easy to answer him. 
Ile 
spoke badly, hut his language was gen­ 
erally animat'd and brilliant. 
His 
grammatical inaccuracies lent his sen­ 
tences an unexpected strength.” 
To the same purpose speaks Mctter- 
nlch and also another enemy, whom 
Napoleon one** imprisoned, Golder, the 
president of (lie directory. 
‘Conversation with 1dm.” says Prince 
Metternicb, "always had 
for me a 
charm difficult to define. He listened to 
all the remarks ami objections ad-

After an official 
examination, however, it was said his 
neck had been broken. 
Shortly before 
the hanging Neiderraeyer’s 
mother 
had asked to he admitted to the jail, 
but her request was refused. 
In the opinion of some witnesses 
Neidermeyer was half crazed when 
the death warrant was read. 
He be­ 
came angry and protested against e x e ­ 
cution. saying he did not wish to dis­ 
grace his family. 
“Peters," said the prisoner, “let me 
look at that warrant.” After excitedly 
reading the paper. Neidermeyer nerv­ 
ously folded it and started to put R 
in bis pocket. 
"You can't do that.” said Hie chief 
deputy, “I have to return that to the 
court.” 
Neidermeyer looked up quickly and 
with a ghastly smile said: 
"I want to 
take this along with me to prove a 
ease of murder. 
I may want to make 
a complaint to Bt. Peter.” 
He also 
entered into a discussion with the 
deputy sheriff on murder. 
Became Friends at Last. 
The only requests that the other 
bandits.

were that they be allowed to bid one 
another goodby, which was granted.

Noose Dangles Before Him. 
The execution of Vandine was va­ 
ried by a curious incident. 
While he 
stood on the drop praying and waiting 
for his arras to he pinioned and his 
legs secured, the noose fell from the 
cross piece of the gallows anil dan­ 
gled before the oyes of the bandit 
about to die. 
Disregarding the noose 
the bandit continued praying steadily 
to the erin. 
Death In his ease. as that. 
of Marx, was immediately evident as 
not being due to strangulation, but to 
tho fall. 
Mrs. Vandine, the mother of the 
last of the bandits, was at Buda, Ilk, 
pleading with Governor Yates almost 
up to tho time of the execution. 
She 
sought to delay the execution in tho 
case. of her son on the ground that he 
was an epileptic. 
The governor, how­ 
ever, said lie saw no reason why lie 
should interfere with the sentence of 
the court. 
Salt Lake, Utah, April 23.—Frank 
Rose, the wife murderer, was shot to 
death in the yard of the state peniten­ 
tiary here. 
Death was instantaneous, 
four bullets lodging in or very close 
to his heart. 
Rose was strapped to the same little 
wooden chair in which Peter Morton- 
son met his fate a few months ago.

price of a dinner did not ta kl* great de 
light in splashing others, but retained 
sufficient philosophy to soil their shoes 
or boots by walking. My mother ad ­ 
mitted the justice of the remark, but 
she nevertheless held ber perfumed 
handkerchief to her nose whenever 
Bonaparte placed his little feet upon 
the fender. H e a t length perceived this, 
and, beiug at th at time exceedingly 
afraid of displeasing my mother, he 
would prevail upon our maid to brush 
Ins boots before lie came in. 
“After the 13th of Vendemialre (Oct. 
4) soiled boots were out of the ques­ 
tion. Bonaparte never went out but in 
a handsome carriage.” 
Napoleon's bearing in the inner circle 
of borne is variously commented upon 
by those who observed him as casual 
visitors and 
those who served the 
household. 
“He was always extremely polite to 
everybody,"‘says Mile. Avrillon, one of 
Josephine’s attendants, "and never ac­ 
cepted the slightest service from any 
one without thanking him. He never 
addressed bis own valets except as 
‘monsieur.’ 
When he passed through 
their anterooms, lie always bowed to 
them. It w as just the same when the 
emperor came to see the empress. Ile 
never spoke to us without great polite­ 
ness and often w ith great kindness.” 
In the empress’ room, Napoleon, ac­ 
cording to Mine. Durand, lady in w ait­ 
ing to Maria Louisa, showed himself 
“amiable, gay and familiar. If ho were 
present at her toilet, he would amuse 
himself by teasing lier, pinching her 
neck and cheeks. Did she object, he 
would take lier in his arms, kiss hor, 
call her ‘great stupid,’ and peace would 
be remade. He annoyed her principal 
ladies in waiting in a thousand ways. 
It often happened that he received an 
answer back, aud then he continued 
tho discussion and was highly delight­ 
ed if he succeeded in milking angry 
one of the younger ladies, some of 
whom were unaccustomed to vile m an­ 
ners of a court and who used to say to 
him things th a t wore very amusing 
from their simplicity.” 
“W hat is no leks surprising.” says 
Coulincourt, who served Napoleon as 
soldier and ambassador, “is the ease 
with which, in his family circle, he 
could become simple and almost fa­ 
miliar.” 
M. de Bausset, prefect of the palace, 
says: 
“I dare affirm that few men, in their 
domestic life, have been more equable 
in temper, more kindly in manner,” 
Prince Metternieh, the Austrian min­ 
ister and a lifelong political enemy, do- 
ela res: 
“In his private life Napoleon was 
simple and often even inclined to spoil 
people. He pushed his indulgence some­ 
times to the verge of weakness,” 
Mmo. de Item usa t. who is always 
conspicuous among Napoleon's critics, 
gives an uncomplimentary view of ills 
everyday manner. The following ex­ 
tracts are taken t from ber memoirs, 
translated by Mrs. Cashel Iloey and 
Mr. John Lillie. 
Describing his ap­ 
pearance at public functions aud fetes, 
Mmo. de Remusat says: 
“H e could never get over the pre­ 
cipitation which gave him an ill bred 
air. ’I am not made for pleasure,’ ho 
would say in a melancholy tone. 
“The emperor walked about every­ 
where, preceded by chamberlains who 
announced his presence. On his ap ­ 
proach every voice w as hushed; no one 
left his place; the indies stood up, 
welting for the insignificant and fre­ 
quently ungracious remarks xvhicli he 
would address to them. He never re­ 
membered a name, and his first ques­ 
tion almost invariably was, ‘Anil what 
do you call yourself?’ There was not a 
woman present on those occasions who 
did not rejoice when he moved away 
from lier vicinity, This reminds me of 
an anecdote about (’.retry. 
One day 
Gretry, who was tired of this perpetual 
question and perhaps a little annoyed 
at not having produced a more lasting 
Impression, answered to the emperor's 
rudely 
uttered 
‘And 
you- who 
are 
you?’ in a sharp, impatient tone, 'Fire. 
I am still Gretry.’ Ever afterward the 
emperor recognized him perfectly. 
“After 1300 he almost always dined 


alone with his wife, except when the 
court was at Fontainebleau. Ile would 
then Invite guests to his table. II" had 
oil courses of the dinner placed before 
him at once, and lie ate without paying 
any attention to his food, helping him­ 
self to whatever was at hand. 
"He had not any of the delicacy that 
is ordinarily imparted by training and 
education and would make his toilet 
in the most thorough fashion in the 
presence of any person whomsoever, 
In the same way, if lie got impatient 
while his valet was dressing him, lie 
would fly into a passion, heedless of all 
respect for himself or others. Ile would 
throw any garment th at did not please 
him on tho floor or into tile fire. 
“Among other destructive habits he 
had that of stirring tho wood tires with 
his foot, thereby scorching bis shoos 
and boots. 
This generally happened 
when lie was In a passion. At such 
times ho would violently kick the blaz­ 
ing logs in the nearest fireplace. 
“He could not I tear any restraint, 
and being obliged to appear affable and 
in a good humor on a certain day and 
at a certain hour was a yoke which lie 
hastened to shake off. 
“He never missed an opportunity of 
carrying out his favorite system, which 
was to keep one’s mind what he called 
'breathless'—that is to say, constantly 
anxious.” 
* 
On the intellectual side, however, 
Mme. dc Remusat is forced to confess 
that Napoleon was most remarkable 
and in ordinary times pleasing. 
“It was always a great pleasure to 
me to hear him talk.” she says, “or, 
rather, to hear him hold forth, for his 
conversation was composed generally 
of long monologues; not that he ob 
jetted to replies when he was In a good 
humor, but, for many reasons, it was 
not always easy to answer him, 
Ile 
spoke badly, but bis language was gen­ 
erally animated and brilliant. 
His 
grammatical inaccuracies lent bis sen­ 
tences an unexpected strength.” 
To the same purpose speaks Mi Hor­ 
nick and also another enemy, whom 
Napoleon once imprisoned. Golder, the 
president of the directory. 
“Conversation with him,” says Brince 
Metternieh, “always had for me a 
charm difficult to define. Ile listened to 
all the remarks ami objections ad-

“ B onaparte had beautiful hands, and 
he w as very proud of them . W hile con­ 
versing ho would often look a t them 
w ith an a ir of self com placency. 
H e 
also fancied he had fine teeth, b u t bls 
pretension to th at advantage w as not 
so well founded as his vanity on the 
score of his hands. 
“ W hen w alking, either alone or In 
com pany w ith any one, in his a p a rt­ 
m en ts or In his gardens, he had the 
h a b it o f stooping a little and crossing 
h is hands behind his back. 
Ile fre­ 
quently gave an Involuntary shrug of 
his rig h t shoulder, which w as accom ­ 
panied by a m ovem ent of his m outh 
from left to right. This h ab it w a s a l­ 
w ay s most rem arkable w hen his m ind 
w an absorbed in any deep su b ject.” 
“ H e used often to say to m e: ‘You 
ace, Bourrienne, how tem perate and 
how thin I am . but in spite of th a t I 
cannot help thinking th a t a t forty I 
khall become a great e ater aud get 
very fat. I ' foresee th a t ray co n stitu ­ 
tion w ill undergo a change. I tak e a 
g re at deal of exercise, but yet I feel 
assu red th a t my presentim ent w ill be 
fulfilled.’ ” 
A vein of criticism , m ore or less 
m arked, 
ru n s through 
th e 
rem inia- 
cenees of Rime, de liem usat, a close 
frien d and companion of Josephine and 
her cham pion in the rupture w ith N a­ 
poleon. The follow ing descriptions of 
N apoleon's person and of his ap p ear­ 
ance on state occasions are taken from 
h e r m em oirs, tran slated by M rs. 1'ashel 
H oey and Mr. John Lillie: 
“ Napoleon B onaparte is of low s ta t­ 
u re an d rath e r ill proportioned. 
H ts 
b u st Is too long and so shortens the 
re st of his figure. H e has thin chestnut 
h air, his eyes are g ray ish blue. an d his 
skin, w hich w as yellow w hile he w as 
slight, becam e in later y ears a dead 
w h ite w ith o u t any color. H is forehead, 
th e se ttin g of his eye, the line of his 
nose—all th a t is b eautiful and rem inds 
one of a a antique m edallion. 
H is 


F rench coat of red velvet em broidered 
In gold, a w hite sash, a short cloak 
sew ed w ith bees, a plum ed h a t turned 
up in fro n t w ith a diam ond buckle and 
the collar of th e Legion o f H onor in 
diam onds. 
T his superb dress became 
him well. 
“On his arriv al a t N otre D am e the 
em peror entered the archiepiscopal pal­ 
ace and th ere assum ed his robes of 
state. 
They seem ed alm ost to crush 
him. H is slight fram e collapsed under 
(he enorm ous m antle of erm ine. 
A 
sim ple laurel w reatli encircled his head. 
Ile looked like an antique m edallion. 
h ut he w as extrem ely pale and genu­ 
inely affected. T he expression of his 
countenance w as stern aud som ew hat 
distressed.” 
C hateaubriand, th e a u th o r and states­ 
m an, and K otzebue, the d ram atist, de­ 
scribe Napoleon as he appeared about 
the tim e of the coronation, in 1804, 
“ I w as in tho gallery,” says C hateau­ 
briand, “ w hen Napoleon entered. I w as 
agreeably struck by him. I had never 
seen him before except a t a distance. 
H is sm ile w as kindly an d delicate. Ills 
eyes were adm irable, especially from 
tile m anner in w hich they w ere set un­ 
der his brow and fram ed by tile eye­ 
lashes. T here w as no pretense in his 
look, nothing either th eatrical or a f­ 
fected." 
C hateaubriand had abandoned N apo­ 
leon's cause before he w rote th is im ­ 
pression and w as not a p artisan . 
“I have never seen a p o rtrait of 
B onaparte, 
either 
in 
G erm any 
or 
F ra ore,” says K otzebue, “tVjjt really 
resem bles him. T he g reat num ber, in­ 
deed. are not like him a t all. The effigy 
on the five franc p ie c e s struck in the 
year tw elve Is faith fu l. E ach tim e th at 
I look a t one I seem to see B onaparte 
himself. H is profile is Rom an -th at is 
to say, grave, noble and expressive. 
iVhen he Is silent he looks cold and 
even severe, lait as soon a s he speaks 
a truly 
gracious sm ile 
renders his 
mouth very pleasan t an d inspires con­ 
fidence Im m ediately.” 
All w itnesses note th e m obility of 
Napoleon s features. Ile alw ays looked 
the p art he happened to be playing.

A PO LEO N E eem*tnriea hand­ 
ed dow n in 
their memoirs 
glimpses of Napoleon as they 
saw bim on different occa­ 
sions, One of them had shared Napo­ 
leon's sebool life at the m ilitary eol- 
lt*e of Brlenne. This was Botirrienne, 
• who served th e F irst Consul as private 
secretary up to 1802. 
According to 
Bourrfenne, Napoleon's appearance was 
notew orthy in boyhood. Ile says: 
c*Wben a t Brlenne, Bonaparte w as re­ 
m arkable for the dark color of his 
com pletion (Which Subsequently the 
clim ate of France somewhat changed), 
fo r Wa piercing and scrutinizing glance 
and for the style of his conversation.” 
W riting of Napoleon about the time 
Ae unsullied the reins of power as first 
Connu I, Bou rr Ion ne says: 
■“B onaparte w as now in the prim e of 
life and About thirty. The person of 
B onaparte has served as a- model for 
the most skillful painters and sculp- 
tors, m any able French artists ha vs 
gnccessfuily delineated h it features, 
and yet It ipny lie said th at no perfect­ 
ly faithful p o rtra it of bis exists. 
Ills 
finely shaped tiegd, bis superb fore­ 
bead, his pole countenance and his 
usual m editative look have been trans­ 
ferred to tile canvas, but the versatility 
• f bls expression w as beyond the reach 
• f im itation. All the various workings 
.pf his m ind w ere Instantaneously de­ 
pleted in his countenance, and his 


mouth, which Is thin lipped, becomes 
agreeable when he laughs. The teeth 
are regular. Ills chin Is short, find his 
jaw heavy and square. Ile bas well 
formed hands and feet. I mention them 
particularly because he thought a good 
ileal of them. 
"H e bas an habitual slight stoop. H it 
eyes are dull, giving to bls face when 
In repose a melancholy and m editative 
expression. 
W hen he is excited w ith 
anger, Ills looks are fierce and menac­ 
ing. Laughter becomes bim. Jt makes 
him look more youthful and less for­ 
midable. It is difficult not to like him 
when he laughs, his Countenance imr 
proves so much. He w as alw ays sim­ 
ple In his dress. 
“I have said there w as a sort of fas­ 
cination in the Kinde of Bonaparte, but 
during all the time I was In the habit 
of seeing him he rarely put forth th at 
charm. G ravity was the foundation of 
his character—not the gravity of a dig 
pilled 
aud noble manner, but thnt 
which arises from profound thought 
In his youth he w as a dream er, later 
in life he became a moody and later 
still an hablfually ll! tem pered man." 
Being in the suit of the empress at 
the coronation of Napoleon and Jo­ 
sephine in 1804, Mine. de Item usat was 
close to the emperor and gives a graph­ 
ic picture of Ills costume and presence. 
"H is own costume w as brilliant. Ile 
was to assum e the Imperial robes at No­ 
tre Dame, but for the present he wore a 


brnlqs w ith study for a* lifetime and 
brought forth nothing! 
It happened one night th a t a big 
starch factory on theibanks of tin* Llf* 
fey, near Dublin, tool: tire, and great 
puddles of starch a tidew ater were left 
outside.

“Bonaparte had beautiful hands, and 
he wns very proud of them. While con­ 
versing he would often look at them 
w ith an air of self complacency. 
He 
also funded he had fine teeth, but his 
pretension to thnt advantage w as not 
ao well founded as his vanity on the 
•core of hts hands. 
“When walking, either alone or in 
company w ith any one, In his ap art­ 
ments or* In bls gardens, he had th* 
habit of stooping a little and crossing 
his hands behind his back. 
Ile fre­ 
quently gave an Involuntary Shrug of 
his right shoulder, which was accom­ 
panied by a movement of bin mouth 
from left to right. This habit w as al­ 
way* most rem arkable when his mind 
Was absorbed In any deep s u b je c t.” 
“ He used often to nay to me: ‘You 
see, Ronrrientic, how tem perate and 
how thin I urn, but In spite of th a t I 
cannot help thinking thnt al forty I 
khan become a great eater aud get 
very fat. I ' foresee timt nay eonstitn 
Hon will undergo a change. I take a 
great deal of exercise, but yet I feel 
assured th at my presentim ent will be 
fulfilled.’ ” 
A vein of criticism, more or less 
marked, runs through the 
rem inis­ 
cences of lim e. de Hemusat, a close 
friend aud companion of Jog; nhljge and 
her champion in the rapture w ith Na 
poleon. Tile following descriptions of 
Napoleon’s person and of his appear 
* anre on state occasions are token from 
her memoirs, translated by Airs. Cashel 
Hocy and Mr. John Lillie: 
“Napoleon Bonaparte Is of low stat­ 
ure and rather ill proportioned. 
His 
buat Is too long and ho shortens the 
rest of his figure. He haw thin chestnut 
hair, his eyes ara grayish blue, and his 
akia, w hich w as yellow while he w as 
slight, became in later years a dead 
White without any color. H is forehead, 
th e sifting of his eye, the line of his 
nose—all that is beautiful and rem inds 
ooe of an Antique medallion.

French coat of red velvet embroidered 
In gold, a w hite sash, a short cloak 
sewed w ith bees, a plumed hat turned 
up in front w ith a diam ond buckie ami 
Hie collar of the Legion of Honor in 
diamonds. T his superb dress became 
him well. 
“On his arrival at Notre Dame the 
emperor entered the archiepiscopal pal­ 
ace and there assumed his robes of 
statp. 
They seemed alm ost to crush 
him. His slight frame collapsed under 
the enormous m antle of erm ine. 
A 
simple laurel w reath encircled his head. 
He looked like an antique medallion, 
but lie wns extremely pale and genu 
ineiy affected. The expression of his 
countenance w as stern and somewhat 
distressed.” 
C hateaubriand, the author and states- 
rann. and Kotzebue, the d ram atist, de­ 
scribe Napoleon as he appeared about 
the time of the coronation, in 1804. 
"I was in tho gallery,” says Chateau­ 
briand, ‘ when Nai>oloon entered. I w as 
agreeably struck by him. I had never 
seen him before except at a distance. 
Ills smile w as kindly and delicate. Ills 
eyes were admirable, especially from 
tile m anner In which they were set un­ 
der his brow and funned by the eye- 
lashes. There w as no pretense in his 
look, nothing either theatrical or af­ 
fected.” 
Chateaubriand had abandoned Napo­ 
leons canso before he wroto this im­ 
pression and w as not a partisan. 
"I have never even a portrait of 
Bonaparte, 
either 
in 
Germany 
or 
France,” says Kotzebue, “that really 
resembles him. The great number, in 
deed, ars not like him at all. The effigy 
on tho five franc pieces struck In the 
year twelve ts faithful. Bach time that 
I look at one I seem to see Bonaparte 
himself. H is prottla is Bornan [hat Is 
to say, grave, noble and expressive. 
When he is silent he looks cold and 
even severe, but as soon us he speaks 
• truly 
gracious smile renders bls 
mouth very pleasant and inspires con­ 
fidence im mediately.” 
All witnesses note the mobility of 
Napoleon a features. Ile alw ays looked 
the part he happened to bt* playing.

glance changed from mild to severe 
and from angry to good humored a l­ 
most with the rapidity of lightning. 
It may truly be said that be bad a 
particular look for every thought that 
arose In his mind. 
"Bonaparte had beautiful hands, and 
he was very proud of them. While con­ 
versing he would often look at them 
w ith an air of self complacency. 
He 
also fancied he had fine teeth, but bls 
pretension to that advantage was not 
so well founded as his vanity on the 
score of his hands. 
"W hen walking, either alone or In 
company w ith any one, in his apart­ 
ments o r in bls gardens, he had the 
habit of stooping n little and crossing 
Ills hands behind his back, 
Ile fre­ 
quently gave an involuntary shrug of 
his right shoulder, which w as accom­ 
panied by a movement of his mouth 
from left to right. This habit was al­ 
ways most rem arkable when his mind 
w as absorbed in any deep subject." 
“He used often to say to me: ‘You 
see, Bourrienne, bow tem perate and 
how thin I am, but In spite of th at I 
cannot help thinking that at forty I 
khn 11 become a great eater aud get 
very fnt. I foresee th at ray constitu­ 
tion will tmdorgo a change. I take a 
great deal of exercise, but yet I feel 
assured that my presentim ent will be 
fulfilled.’ " 
A vein of criticism, more or loss 
marked, runs through the 
reminis­ 
cences of Mine. de Itemusat, a close 
friend and companion of Josephine and 
ber champion in the rupture with Na­ 
poleon. The following descriptions of 
Napoleon’s person and of his appear­ 
ance on state occasions are taken from 
her memoirs, translated by Mrs. Cashel 
Hoc}* and Mr. John Lillie: 
"Napoleon B onaparte is of low- stat­ 
ure and rather ill proportioned. 
His 
bust is too long and so shortens the 
rest of his figure. He has thin chestnut 
hair, his eyes are grayish blue, and his 
akin, which w as yellow while he w as 
Blight, became in later years a dead 
w hite w ithout any color. H is forehead, 
th e Betting of his eye, the line of his 
nose—all that is beautiful and reminds 
one of an antique medallion. 
H is 


French coat of red velvet embroidered 
In gold, a w hite sash, a short cloak 
sewed with bees, a plumed hat turned 
up in front w ith a diam ond buckle and 
tim collar of the Legion of Honor in 
diamonds. This superb dross became 
him well. 
"On his arrival at Notre Dame the 
emperor entered the archiepiscopal pal­ 
ace and there assumed his robes of 
state. 
They seemed alm ost to crush 
him. His slight frnme collapsed under 
the enormous mantle of ermine. 
A 
simple laurel w reath encircled his head. 
He looked like an antique medallion, 
but he wns extremely pale and genu­ 
inely affected. The expression of ills 
countenance w as stern and somewhat 
distressed." 
Chateaubriand, the author and states­ 
man, and Kotzebue, the dram atist, de­ 
scribe Napoleon as he appeared about 
tho time of the coronation, in 1801. 
“I was in tho gallery," says Chateau­ 
briand, “when Napoleon entered. I w as 
agreeably struck by him. I had never 
seen him before except at a distance. 
His smile was kindly and delicate. Ills 
eyes were admirable, especially from 
the manner In which they wore sot un­ 
der his brow and fram ed by the eye­ 
lashes. Thoro was no pretense in ids 
look, nothing either theatrical or af­ 
fected." 
Chateaubriand had abandoned Napo­ 
leon's es use before he wroto this im­ 
pression and was not a partisan. 
"I have never seen a portrait of 
Bonaparte, 
either 
in 
Germany 
or 
France,” says Kotzebue, “th a t really 
resembles him. The great number, in 
deed, are not like him at nil. The effigy 
on the five franc pieces struck in the 
year twelve ts faithful. Bach time that 
I look at one I seem to see Bonaparte 
himself. His profile is Roman—that is 
to say, grave, noble and expressive. 
When he is silent he looks cold and 
even severe, but as soon as he speaks 
a truly 
gracious smile renders his 
mouth very pleasant and inspires con­ 
fidence immediately." 
AH witnesses note the mobility of 
Napoleon's features. Ile alw ays looked 
the part he happened to be playing.

R oosevelt w as assailed bitterly In the 
house by Mr. K itchen of N orth Caro­ 
lina, who included in his castigation 
G eneral Grosvenor, whom he charged 
w ith

R oosevelt, the vice presidential can 
didate, whom in a recent speech in 
the house be had glorified 
as 
tbs 
w orthy successor of McKinley. 
Mr 
K itchen likened P resident Roosevelt 
in this Connection to th e ant hill tak­ 
ing tho place of the m ountain, the 
owl's screech taking th e place of the 
Tomb'* sym phonies, and to the min 
now taking the place of the whale. 
H e declared th a t the president had 
insulted the people of the south by 
saying in one of his publications th at 
throughout southern ch aracter there 
ran a strea k of brutal barbarism . 
He 
openly 
cftfrged 
the president with 
being th e advocate of lynch law and 
quoted from one of the president's 
books to sustain the assertion. 
In his 
opinion th e president, whom, he said, 
while governor 
of New York, had 
styled th e m em bers of congress as a 
herd of cattle, w as unfit to hold offlco 
and a dangerous man. 
G eneral Grosvenor adm itted th at 
four years ago he opposed the nom ina­ 
tion of Mr. Roosevelt for vice presi­ 
dent, b u t geld Mr. Roosevelt during 
th e cam paign conducted him self in a 
dignified m anner and had won the 
confidence and esteem of the people 
by Eta act* from the tim e he was 
elected to 'p resid e over the senate, 
and Mint he reached 
th e suprem e 
height* when he declared a t Buffalo 
th a t he would carry out the policies 
of M cKinley.- Since then the presi­ 
dent hns grow n to be one of the great 
m en of th e country.

Panama Canal Is Now Property of th* 
United States. 
Paris, April 23.—The Associated 
Press is authorized to announce that 
the contract by which the ownership 
of the Panama canal passes to the j 
United States is signed, sealed, de­ 
livered and complete. The title to th# 
canal route is now vested in the gov­ 
ernment of the United States. 
The document by which this trans­ 
action Is consummated bears the sig­ 
natures of President Bo and Director 
Richman of the Panama canal com­ 
pany who signed for the company as 
it* responsible officials. The transfer 
is complete and without reservation 
and the United States secures a per­ 
fect title.

Sparks are formed by the expansion, 
under the action of heat, of air con­ 
tained in tin* minute cells of wood, coal 
or other burning substance and also 
by the evolution of gas In tho saturn 
cells. 
When the elastic force of tho 
Imprisoned gas or air is greater than 
flu* tenacity of the material can hold 
Iii check, then the small cells or c a v i ­ 
ties burst, aud the flying splinters rise 
as sparks, 
A sharp crack commonly 
accompanies the explosion and con­ 
tinues as hundreds of these cells burst 
in rapid succession. 
The quick Hight 
of those burning particles nets as a 
fan to Increase tho flame, and when 
the substance burns so far that no 
more flame Is formed the remaining 
carbon ash Is kept in a state of In­ 
candescence by the draft of air. When 
all the carbon has been consumed the 
spark dies out, as Is evident if we 
watch a falling spark on a dark night.
